Please remember there will be no 
mail delivery on Christmas Day. 

early mailing means: Normal and 
prompt delivery of your parcel in 
good condition, eliminating possib- 
ility of disappointment; assistance 
of inestimable value to the post 
office inasmuch as it provides a nor- 
mal flow of mail and thus elimin- 
ate “bottlenecks”; eliminates stand- 
ing in line to purchase stamps, mail 
parcels, etce.; business men = can 
assist the post office at the busy 
period of the year by delivering 
their mail early in the day. 

Two cents is now the rate on in- 
dividually addressed — Christmas 
cards, unenclosed or in unsealed 
envelopes. The postmaster also re- 
quests that Christmas cards be tied 
in bundles with the addresses all 
facings one way.

Potatoes and Zinc Sulphate 

Last spring I had enquiries as to 
the value of the above material 
and its effect on potatoes. The fol- 
lowing article indicates that we 
shall have to wait some time before 
we shall have any accurate results.” 

“Great interest has been shown 
by potato growers in a recent press 
release about the possibility of us- 
ing zine sulphate to increase potato 
yields. Perhaps more was read into 
the release than was intended, for 
the work on Which it Was based is 
still experimental. It is not recom- 
mended at present that growers use 
zine sulphate as a seed treatment, 
or as a supplementary fertilizer.” 

In reporting more fully on the 
work being done at Charlottetown 
Experimental Station, Assistant 
Plant Pathologist L. C. Calbeck, says 
that the studies developed as an 
interesting off-shoot in testing new 
potato fungicides. 

At present zine is the only metal 
other than copper that has found 
its way into P.E.I.’s commercial 
plantings, reaching them chiefly in 
the form of zine sulphate. For this 


| reason the element zine has been 


, given priority in this new phase of 


fungicide research. 

Tests have been conducted for 
two years and although small in- 
creases have resulted from treating 
the seed in zine sulphate solutions, 
from incorporating zine in the soil, 
and from including zine sulphate in 
the copper spray mixture, no real 
conclusions can be drawn from the 
results of these experiments. The 
tests were conducted in the labor- 
atory plot area near Charlottetown 
and it is conceivable that the re- 
sults might be quite different if 
the tests were carried out on other 
soils. Tests in other areas have been 
set out this season 

In conclusion, Mr. Calbeck em 
phasizes that these studies are still 
in the early stage of experimenta 
tion; that considerable research will 
have to be done before definite con- 
clusions can be reached; and that 
it is not recommended that potato 
zrowers use zine sulphate as a seed

For the first time Bruce Hutchi- 
son, well-known Canadian writer. 
has revealed the full fantastic story 
otf how William Lyon Mackenzie 
King outwitted opposition leader 
Arthur Meighen, Governor-General 
Byng and a host of parliamentary 
enemies to retain power for the 
Liberals in the amazing Constitu 
tional Crisis of 1926. 

Writing in MacLean's magazine, 
Hutchison recalls the great Customs 
Scandal which was uncovered by 
the Tories soon after the Liberals’ 
majority had been swept away in 
the general election. King was gov. 
erning only with the support of 
twenty-five Progressives, and some 
Independents. The graft scandal— 
Which showed that customs men 
were involved in large-scale smug 
gling—cost the Liberals their extra 
support and the government suf- 
fered defeat in the House. 

Hutchison says: “It soon appeared 
that the Government had lost al! 
control of the House ... King’s per- 
sonal fortune had reached rock bot- 
tom... a government Which could 
not even adjourn the house clearly 
But it Was then that 


He demanded dissolution of par- 
liament. 

This was not granted by Gover 
nor-General Byng. Legend had al 
ways held that King subtly courted 
Byng's refusal. But, the Maclean's 


| article points out, King asked the 


Governor-General three times to 
grant it. When Byng refused and 
called on Meighen to form a gov 
ernment, King played his ace. 

In perhaps the greatest parlia 
mentary performance of his life he 
held that Byng’s act violated con. 
stitutional tradition, in that) the 
Governor General had refused the 
advice of his minister, that Meighan 
was not in fact prime minister, that 
there was no real federal govern 
ment in existence, 

Hutchison comments: “ In such a 
crisis Who would remember a minor 
Customs scandal?" In any case 
Kine foreed a vote through the 
House that the Meighen covern- 
ment “if legal had no right to si 
in the House, if iegal had no righ: 
to transact business.” He won, by 
one solitary vote, and Meighen re 
signed. King won the subsequent 
election without trouble
